Everj passage in the Gospels (or at least thc^ 
subject of every passage) is adted in an abbreviated 
form ; and against it^ in the appropriated column^ 
are set down the chapter and verse in which it is con* 
tained. A chronological order has beea observed 
as far as it conld be contrived : but, to maintain it 
uniformly, is entirely impossible ; as must be evi- 
dent to any person who considers the subject. The, 
author's first plan was to abide by the order of nar^ 
ration in the gospel of Matthew; and to set against 
each verse- noted in the first column^ the chapter anid^ 
verse in which the parallel passage is to be found ia> 
the other gospels : but then, although a person read-" 
ing the book of Matthew would be able to find in > 
the first column the passage he wanted, and thence 
fo r^fer to the several books of the other Evangelists, 
yet, in reading any of the other books, he would 
have no regular place in any column, in which he 
should at once look for the passage he wanted. 

This facility could not otherwise be effected, than 
by preserving in each several column the regular 
succession of chapter and verse : and this arrai^e- 
ment caused a great de^l of repetition. Such repe* 
tition, however, it is hoped, will not be found in any 
considerable degree inconvenient or objectionable': 
the book is not intended for reading, but for refe«« 
fence : not on any occasion to be a substitute foi^ 
the New Testament, but to lie by its side and enable 
the reader to compare the narratioh of one of thai 
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Eirailgelists ^itb those of the others^ without inter- 
rilption to his attention^ or loss of time in turning 
over pages* 

For the use of the vrork very little direction is 
requisite. - Let the reader take any verse of any of 
/the four gospels^ he will find that verse in its regular 
plaee in the column bearing the title of that gospel. 
H the same event or saying is recorded in the same 
historical order, of succession^ by one or more of the 
other Evangelists, he will find the number of the 
chapter and verse in the same line, in such other ap^ 
fdropriate column : if it is recorded by, another but 
nM. in the same historical order .of succession, he 
.i^rill find it between brackets under the text: and- if 
it does not stand in either of these places, he. will 
know that it is not related by either of the other 
Evangelists. 

The words ^^ supra" and "infra** between the 
brackets, signify '* above " or ** below " in the shme. ' 
chapter: but where another chapter is specified, 
they signify *' above " or " below " in the same gospel. 
^ The author wishes to apologize to his readers for 
the length of the following table of errata; for which 
the Printer is in no degree responsible. 

It will be found, however, to consist almost en- 
tirely of omissions of references : and when it is con* 
aidered that in order to discover whether a parallel 
to any given passage exists elsewhere in the four 
gospels, the whole of theni must be looked through
